curtailment of the.passenger service,'it will soon be possible

to increase the freight'service to the equivalent of 150,000 
cars. 
It is easy to understand that if (his could be done it 


would mean much lo (he business of the country, which is 
bound to be crippled to as great an extent as transportation is 
crippled. 


Apparently there are those who suspect that the proposed 


reductions in (he passenger service are to be made by the rail- 
roads as a money-saving scheme, but Mr. Elliott declares thai 
such is not the case, and there is reason to believe that what 
he says is true. 
In speaking for the railroads he said among 


other things: "There is a very luxurious passenger service in 
.some places in the country which we would like (o keep up, 
but the country can gel along without some of it. 
We are 


'.suggesting changes in the passenger service, not with the idea 
of saving money, but simply lo-'savelhian power, all of which 
must be applied to (he transportation of necessities." 


There has been more complaint of the freight service in the 


past than there is likely lo be of the passenger service, with all 
(he curtailment that may be made. All should realize that if 
ihis country is to properly handle the work in hand Iranspor- 
lalion of freight must be kept lo (he very highest point of 
efficiency, and it appears that the only way lo do this under 
present conditions is to lake over (o (he freight service some-of 
(he engines and men now employed in the passenger depart- 
ments. 


If is a simple prescription, and as sensible as it is simple. 


Tlie step should greatly relieve Ihe situation without inflict- 
ing any actual hardship upon the public, and Ihe proposition 
js'lo be welcomed rather than condemned. 
By accepting 


cheerfully such inconvenience as may be entailed in some 
cases Ihe public will be acling patriotically and for its own 
material interests at the same lime.
